The  Wenatchee  Wild  (26-5-2-0)  return  home  after  taking  7 of  8 points  on  last  week's  road  trip. 
The  Nanaimo  Clippers  (13-16-5-1)  are  making  their  only  visit  of  the  year  to  Wenatchee,  and 
gave  the  Wild  their  only  blemish  on  the  recent  road  swing,  defeating  the  Wild  in  double  OT. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD:  Wenatchee  swept  the  season  series  last  year,  winning  both  games.  Last  week, 
the  Clippers  scored  with  12  seconds  left  in  double  overtime  to  steal  a 4-3  win  and  snap  the 
Wild's  seven  game  win  streak. 

STANDINGS:  The  Wild  remain  in  first  place  in  the  Mainland  Division,  seven  points  ahead  of 
Chilliwack  with  two  games  in  hand.  The  Clippers  are  currently  in  fourth  place  in  the  Island 
Division. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Brendan  Harris  continues  to  lead  both  the  Wild  and  the  BCHL  with  58 
points  (14g,  44a),  while  Charlie  Combs  is  second  in  overall  points  (50  pts.)  and  leads  the  BCHL 
with  34  goals.  Alex  Bates  leads  Wenatchee  defense  with  25  points  (2g,  23a).  Nanaimo  is  led  by 
Spencer  Hewson  (7g,  16a)  and  Tristan  Crozier  (9g,  11a)  with  Shawn  Guison  (4g,  12a)  anchoring 
the  defense. 

HOME  COOKIN':  Wenatchee  has  crafted  a perfect,  undefeated  record  at  Town  Toyota  Center 
this  year  with  a mark  of  14-0-0,  and  have  now  outscored  their  opponents  at  home  by  a 
combined  total  of  85-21.  The  Clippers  are  5-7-2-1  on  the  road  this  season. 

MOVING  ON:  Tomorrow  night  the  Wild  face  the  Powell  River  Kings  at  Town  Toyota  Center  in 
the  final  game  leading  into  the  Christmas  break.  The  Clippers  visit  West  Kelowna  tomorrow 
night  and  then  stop  in  Coquitlam  to  face  the  Express  on  the  way  home  Sunday.
